g. Until recently in the OXCART Program, we have been able 
exercise procurement priorities without aa y particular difficulty 
and without having to surface OXCART among the various agencies 
which compel® for certain critical item# that *r* in short supply. 

Lately this ha# become progressively more of a problem, until w* 
are now faced with a requirement to at least surface H a project 1 ' by 
name la the list of project# or programs which are assigned the 
highest priority rating, namely "DX”. The current situation is brought 
about largely as a consequence of the purchase of additional aircraft 
in the form of R*U’s. At the peasant time, the "t>X” rating is held 
by eleven projects. As we understand it, the 'DX* 1 rating can only 
a* assigned by the President and this l# often done on the basis of a 
recommendation from the secretary of Defease.
